During  the  year  21  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from 
springs,  wells,  etc.  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these 
7 were  found  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory  whilst  in  4 cases  the 
water  was  so  bad  that  the  wells  had  to  be  closed.  With  regard 
to  the  remaining  10,  'whilst  not  as  good  as  they  should  be,  were 
considered  safe  for  drinking  after  boiling.

No  complaints  of  serious  shortage  of  drinking  water  were 
received  except  in  three  cases,  viz.  a private  house  at  Tilton 
another  at  Cold  Newton  and  a farm  at  What bo rough. 

During  the  year  a mains  supply  was  laid  on  to  38  houses. 

2.  DRAI  NAOE_£iND  SEWERAGE 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  1945 
was  407  and  during  the  year  2,442  emptyings  were  carried  out. 
During  the  year  71  inspections  were  made  of  sewers  and  outfall 
dykes  and  all  the  outfall  ditches  receiving  effluent  were 
cleansed.  V/here  obstructions  and  fractures  occurred  in  piped 
sewers,  these  were  dealt  with  immediately. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  all 
sewers  having  ijianholes  and  the  disposal  tanks,  were  treated  for 
rat  infestation. 

The  much  needed  cleansing  of  the  water  courses  running  through 
the  village  of  Great  Glen  was  carried  out.  The  work  wa s 
satisfactorily  done  by  P.O.W.  labour  and  several  hundreds  of  tons' 
of  silt,  vegetable  growth  and  other  obstructions  we re  removed. 

The  undertaking  has  proved  well  worth  while.  So  far  as  the 
provision  of  nev;  sewerage  schemes  for  the  district  is  concerned, 
progress  is  being  made  in  preparation  of  details  for  the  various 
schemes .

House  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  in  the 
following  manner:- 

Great  Glen  and  Burton  Overy  - Contract.  Disposed  of 
by  crude  tipping  in  two  pits. 

Thurnby,  Houghton,  Stoughton,  Tilton,  Scraptoft, 
Hungerton,  Billesdon,  Skeffington  and  Keyham  - direct 
labour.  Disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  contents  of  privy  pails,  ashpits  and  cesspools 
in  the  villages  of  Great  Glen  and  Burton  Overy  are 
collected  by  Contract  whilst  in  the  remaining  villages 
mentioned  above  the  work  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour.  Nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  trenching  into 
arable  land  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  is  spread  on 
grassland.  During  the y ear  the  service  suffered  a great 
deal  owing  to  the  acute  shortage  of  labour  but 
nevertheless  the  scheme  was  kept  working  on  a skeleton 
basis.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  labour  position 
improved  a little  but  the  desired  standard  has  not  yef. 
been  reached.  Furthermore,  the  types  of  vehicles  and 
apparatus  are  nor;  out  of  date  and  the  provision  of  a n ew 
outfit  is  being  considered.
